THE FARM GARDEN. 


How It Can Be Made a Score* of Both 
f lemiure and Profit. 


Many persons attach no value to th 


labor of garden work, especially when 
•it affords them a mode of healthy out- 
door exercise, but whether & garden b 
only a very small plot or a larger area, 
the advantages derived depend upon 
the skill, care and labor of the person 
who has charge of it. It is true that 
while those who cultivate hundreds o 
acres of "truck" can produce vegeta 
blcs much more cheaply than thos 
whose plots are too small to permit o 
the use of improved implements, th 
gardener who grows his vegetables fo 
home use secures a freshness and qua' 
ity that can not be obtained with vege 
tables that are purchased. There is 
quite a difference between the pulling 
of a ripe tomato from the vine and 
placing it on the table and the selec- 
tion of one from a basket that lias been 
shipped over a distance of rail, and 
which may have been taken from the 
vines two or three days before. 


But there is also another advantage 


in family gardening other than the 
freshness and quality of the small 
fruits and vegetables grown, which is 
the choice of varieties. Two or three 
kinds of squash, several of peas, as 
well asdifferent varieties of beets, beans, 
berries and even of melons, if space 
allow of their growth, will permit of 
catering to the preferences of every 
mornber of the family. With the se- 
lection of varieties come proper care 
and judicious working with the hoe, 
and it is in this manner that tlie young- 
er members are taught their first les- 
son in practical agriculture. It is said 
that a boy who works on a farm where 
his duties call for milking the cows, 
plowing the fields and cultivating the 
crops, does not have that fondness for 
farm life that is peculiar to the one 
who is given a small garden and early 
taught to take an interest in it. 


It is often the case that ladies are 


benefited by light work in the garden, 
especially if they are interested in ob- 
serving the different stages of the 
growth of plants, and when the farm- 
er's wife, and the children also, become 
interested the cost of the labor may be 
really considered as nothing, while the 
saving of doctor's bills and the enjoy- 
ment of garden luxuries more than 
compensate for the care bestowed. If 
every farmer would have a garden and 
take an interest in it, it would greatly 
add to the comfort and enjoyment of 
farming, as well as prove very profit- 
able. — Philadelvhia Record.

armory. A strong detail was soon placed 
In charge of the jail, with instructions to 
protect It from the rioters at all hazards, 
but to act only on the most urgent neces- 
sity and In conformity with ofHclnl in- 
structions. 


MAYOR'S PHOULAMATION. 


Late this afternoon the mayor issued 


the following proclamation: 


MAYOH'S OF*ICB, LOUISVIU.K, Ky., April 


».—To the People of Louisville: 11 is my duty 
as mayor to enjoin upon tho people the neces- 
sity for preserving order and maintaining the 
majesty of the law. A most diabolical crime 
has been committed In our city, but the law 
must inflict the punishment. A riot Is more 
dangerous to good government than any In- 
dividual criminal. Lynch law subverts every 
principle of law and attaulcs our very civiliza- 
tion. 


I, therefore, In the discharge of my duty, re- 


quest every citizen to remain at bume to-night 
and to avoid all gatherings, and I caution par- 
ents not lo permit their children to go in the 
streets, as their presence Increases the number 
and adds to the excitement. I must and will 
discharge my duty to uphold tho law and to 
preserve good order, and 1 command all riotous 
assemblages to disperse. P. B. RRto, Mayor. 


While the

abovn, the nrst movement looking to an 
orgnnmitlon of the exasperated people, 
who openly and on all skies advocated 
lynching, was being made.

concentrated at the j,ill and City Hall, and 
a part of ihe fire department is held in 
readiness to respond as police if called 
upon. 


At 8 p. m. a crowd in line paraded the

LOUISVII.I.K, K.v., April S3.—An attempt 


was made ut nino o'clock to send out the 
fire engine from an engine house adjoin- 
ing tho jail In ord'V to open a lane in. the 
dense crowd, sufficient to giv« the police 
u foothold, when sin effort would be made 
to extend thn police linos. The attempt 
was u failure, tho crowd refusing to give 
\v ay. 


At nine-thirty o'clock, Jud*ge Jackson, 


of the Circuit Court, drove in a ooupe to 
the inside police line and addressed the 
crowd, telling them that the courts were 
able to punish the offenders, and that the 
authorities would at all hazards protect 
the prisoners. He asked the crowd to 
disperse.

He had not concluded, when opportunity 


was taken of the temporary relaxation of 
police viRllanco, and a rush was made for 
the jail. A sharp struggle ensued, but, 
although the police lines were forced 
baok, they held the mob at bay.

the melee Police LioutenantMcGrnth was 
hit on the head with a brick, and serious- 
ly Injured. Judge Jackson's carriage dis- 
appeared in the direction of the armory.

Do we want a military company In Decatur? 


It is quite evident that the city council tlilnknot, 
or at least do not care, Judging from their action 
at the last meeting in refusing to let them have 
what little water they need at the armory to 
wash their hands without paying for It. The 
city council seem to forget that the young men 
spend one evening every week and frequently 
two in drilling, &c,, that they may be prepared 
for efficient service in case they are required. 
There arc necessarily a good many expenses 
that are not covered by the appropriation from 
the state, as the state pays the rent of the room 
only. These expenses are quite a heavy tax on 
the individual members of the (iuards, to say 
nothing of the time they give, and they have 
borne them about as long as they care to or can 
afford to. 


Just at tills time .these expenses are unusually 


heavy, as their uniforms which they have worn 
for six years are unfit for further use; and it 
seems as though they must either be at this ex- 
pense themselves for new ones, go without, or 
disband. 


If the citizens want a military company in De-

Naturally in the course of time they 
would become a part of the domain of 
this conntry, and they will, too, if we 
would only take some interest in the 
great properties owned by Americans 
there It is the most glorious climate 
in the world. The temperature never 
Taries more than eight degrees and the 
•oil will grow every thing thatis known 
to the earth. The people are splendid 
specimens and of excellent disposi- 
tion." 


"How about leprosy?" 
"I can tell you as much about leproij 


as any other man, but really I do not 
pretend to understand it The lepers 
are banlsned to an island, from whence 
they are never allowed to return. No 
body has ever been able to learn 
how leprosy originated or how it 
can be cored 
It appears in the 


most curious ways, and leaves men and 
women on touched who have suffered the 
greatest exposure 
The most striking 


instance of this fact is the case of the 
present Queen of Hawaii. The King 
is her second husband. Her first hus- 
band was a leper, and her two children 
by him both died by the horrible dis- 
ease, and yet she is a perfectly healthy 
woman 
Nobody knows how leprosy 


is communicated. The most eminent 
authorities who have looked into the 
subject contend that it is not contagions 
Several years ago a white man was 
condemned to death for a murder 
which he had committed. The au- 
thorities allowed him to choose be- 
tween being executed or passing into 
the hands of a noted German physician 
for experimental purposes. The crimi- 
nal cheerfully chose the intter. He 
was inoculated time and time again 
with leprosy, but the disease had no ef- 
fect upon him, and to-day he is as 
healthy a roan tut there is on the 
islands. Leprosy does not of ten attack 
the white race, for out of the thousands 
of cases there are to-day only about a 
half dozen Caucasians These are facts 
beyond dispute 
In my judgment 


England will take some very aggressive 
measures to obtain possession of the 
Islands before miny years 
The native 


nice Is rapidly dying out, and it is a 
question of a very shoit time before the 
country will pass under the control of 
n, foreign power "— Washington Cor
